“cru sh su g a r” cam e on the m a r ­ 
ket. 
It w as pu re w hite and in lu m ps 
that w ere alm ost as ha rd as rock. 
I su ppose it was called cru sh su ­ 
g ar becau se it had to be cru shed 
w ith hatche t or ham m er before 
being u sed. C hildren w ere v ery 
fond of it, especially w hen a lu m p 
could be sm u ggled ou t for priv ate 
consu m ption. 
We had an old V irginia fam ily 
by the nam e of Lasley , w ho bou ght 
their su g ar by the barrel. They 
had a lot of ooy s w ho seem ed to 
have access to the barrel, and who 
w ere a fru itfu l sou rce of su pply 
for ba rte r or trad e w ith less for­ 
tu na te boy s. 
W hite su gar, as we know it, 
seem s to hav e come in the late 
sev enties, and by the m erest ac­ 
cident. A fter scientists had been 
baffled in their efforts to conv ert 
brow n su g a r into w hite su gar, an 
old S ou thern hen finally tu rned 
the trick.

D u ring the brow n su gar era a 
local 
m erchant, 
S. 
P. 
Birkitt, 
wou ld bu y it at S ou thern mills by 
the car load. It alw ay s w as ship­ 
ped in hogsetts, one of w hich con­ 
tained as m u ch as sev eral barrels 
w ou ld 
,or at 
least they looked 
tha t big to a boy . 
F or som e reason or other, stalks 
of su g a r cane w ere placed here 
and the re in the su gar, probably 
to keep it properly d istribu ted in 
the container. Mr. B irk itt wou ld 
call sm all boy s to the store when 
he w as read y to cu t open a hog- 
sett, cu t the su gar cane into foot 
lengths and d istribu te them to the 
boy s. T he core, being sw eet and 
ju icy , w as considered a tre a t w hen 
eaten.

BR U SSELS, Belgiu m , Ju ly 17 — 
(^P)— T w enty -y ea r-old Bau dou in I 
w as form ally proclaim ed K ing of 
the B elgians today . He su cceeds his 
fa the r Leopold III, who abdicated 
y esterd ay after an ill-fated reign 
of 17 y ears. 
S tand ing erect in front of his 
red and gold throne in the na ­ 
tional hou se of representativ es, the 
y ou ng m onarch took the oath to u p­ 
hold the constitu tion and assu m ed 
the roy al powers. 
Lou d bu rsts of cheering and a p­ 
plau se roared u p from the assem bly 
as the y othfu l king spoke. 
Slow ly and 
clearly , 
B au dou in 
said: “ I sw ear to observ e the con­ 
stitu tion and the law s of the B el­ 
gian people; to m aintain the na ­ 
tional independence and integrity 
of the territory .” 
T he new ru ler took the oath in 
the K hak i u niform of a lieu tenant 
general, highest rank in the B el­ 
gian A rm y . He 
w ore only one 
d ecoration— the crim son sash of 
the O rd e r of Leopold. 
O u tside cannons boomed, chu rch 
bells pealed and thou sands of B el­ 
gians cheered in the bright su n­ 
light. It all was in m arked con­ 
tra st 
to y esterd ay ’s brief, q u iet 
cerem ony at which Leopold signed 
his abdication papers before 25 0 
persons in a Roy al Palace B all­ 
room.

T he 4 9 -v ear-old Leopold gav e 
u p his throne y esterday still con­ 
tend ing his su rre nd e r to the G e r­

only after the 
A rm y had “ fou ght v aliantly to the 
e x tre m e limit of its resistance.” 
His enem ies had accu sed him of 
being pro-G erm an and also con- 
d em m ed his w a rtim e m arriag e to 
the beau tifu l com m oner, 
M ary - 
L iliane Baels. 
As the controv ersy threatened to 
split the cou ntry , Leopold r e tu r n­ 
ed to Belgiu m in J u ly last y ear a f­ 
ter a plebiscite show ed 5 8 per cent 
of the v oters w anted him. B u t he 
tu rned his pow ers ov er to B au dou in 
te m porarily on Au g. 1. after social­ 
ist strik es and riots threatene d a 
rev olu tinary m arch on Bru ssels.

Lexington, Wellington, Nor- 
borne and Hardin, Mo., were flood­ 
ed. Some dikes in Central Missouri 
gave way. 
The runoff of Kansas flood wa- j 
ters also buffeted Oklahoma. Mi­ 
ami, in Northeastern Oklahoma, 
suffered its worst flood beating in 
history from the Neosho-Grand 
River. 
High water poured over 130 to 
150 blocks of the town of 12,000, 
forcing approximately 3,500 per­ 
sons from their homes. 
President Concerned 
President 
Trum an, 
reported 
deeply concerned over the flood 
situation, planned to fly over the 
Missouri-Kansas disaster area to­ 
day. 
The flood has brought death to 
17 persons, tied up highway and 
rail transportation, forced more 
than 70,000 from their homes and 
severely damaged the industrial 
capacity of numerous towns and 
cities.

Wrecked Utilities 
It will be weeks before w reck­ 
ed gas lines, broken water mains 
and telephone and light circuits 
can be repaired. 
A non-profit organization—Dis­ 
aster Corps, Inc.—has been set up 
here to clean up flood damage. 
Crews will operate 24 hours a 
day. 
Bulldozers were at work in To­

waters had receded. 
The city’s water system still was 
in trouble. Broken mains caused

There was considerable “back 
and forth discussion,” Norell said, 
but no heated arguments. 
Allied 
announcements 
about 
armistice meetings were brief, but 
Communist 
reports were 
even 
shorter. 
The 
North 
Koreans’ 
Pyongyang radio merely gave the 
time the meeting opened and the 
time it closed. Its reports have 
been terse since the talks resumed 
Sunday. 
North Korean Gen. Nam II, chief 
Communist delegate, opened Tues­ 
day’s sessions, A U. S. 8th Army 
announcement said. Most of the 
55-minute morning session was 
devoted to a 
discussion between

White Sugar Unknown 
Thing in Local Homes

Paris, Mo.—When I was a boy 
white 
sugar 
was 
an 
unknown 
thing in local homes and stores. 
Brown sugar from mills in the 
South was all that was available 
for kitchen and table. Eventually, 
however, 
what 
was 
known 
as 
“crush sugar” came on the m ar­ 
ket. 
It was pure white and in lumps 
that were almost as hard as rock. 
I suppose it was called crush su­ 
gar because it had to be crushed 
with hatchet or ham m er before 
being used. Children were very 
fond of it, especially when a lump 
could be smuggled out for private 
consumption. 
We had an old Virginia family 
by the name of Lasley, who bought 
their sugar by the barrel. They 
had a lot of ooys who seemed to 
have access to the barrel, and who 
were a fruitful source of supply 
for barter or trade with less for­ 
tunate boys. 
White sugar, as we know it, 
seems to have come in the late 
seventies, and by the merest ac­ 
cident. After scientists had been 
baffled in their efforts to convert 
brown sugar into white sugar, an 
old Southern hen finally turned 
the trick. Her feet covered with 
clay from a recent rain, she flew 
into a vat in which several tons 
of brown sugar had been spread 
out 
for drying purposes. After 
being shooed out, there were white 
marks in all of her tracks. Brown 
sugar had been turned to white 
sugar, and a great refinery prob­ 
lem was solved. 
White sugar as we now know it 
soon Was on every market. The 
price, however, continued high un ­ 
til tariff reform, as advocated by 
Grover Cleveland, became an ac- 
complieshed 
fact, 
whereupon 
housewives could buy 20 pounds of 
of it for a dollar. At times, com­ 
petition 
among 
local 
merchants 
would enable them to buy 25 
pounds of the granulated variety 
for a dollar 
During the brown sugar era a 
local 
merchant, 
S. 
P. 
Eirkitt, 
would buy it at Southern mills by 
the car load. It always was ship­ 
ped in hogsetts, one of which con­ 
tained as much as several barrels 
would ,or at least they looked 
that big to a boy. 
For some reason or other, stalks 
of sugar cane were placed here 
and there in the sugar, probably 
to keep it properly distributed in 
the container. Mr. Birkitt would 
call small boys to the store when 
he was ready to cut open a hog- 
sett, cut the sugar cane into foot 
lengths and distribute them to the 
boys. The core, being sweet and 
juicy, was considered a treat when 
eaten. 
A 
favorite 
diversion 
among 
small boys during the brown su­ 
gar era was getting supplies for 
eating purposes by pitting mind 
against matter. First, they would 
whittle narrow spoons from piec­ 
es of white pine. Next, they would 
deprive the container of its bung, 
which would open the way into 
the sugar and make the going easy 
until Uncle Jerry Vivian arrived 
on the scene for the purpose of 
transporting the barrels and hog­ 


setts to their destination. 
Mr. Brickett seemed to think 
no more of small quantities he 
lost through this boyish enterprise 
than he did of cherries that were 
carried from his trees by raiding 
jaybirds. 
A favorite dish in our home was 
cold clabber with a light coating 
of brown sugar. It came to us 
from Virginia ancesters, and was 
more palatable than when white 
sugar was used. Since farmers be­ 
gan using separators and m arket­ 
ing whole milk, clabber has just 
about 
disappeared 
from 
family 
festal boards, in both town and 
country. 
Brown sugar of the lighter tints 
was converted into sirup when 
housewives desired something bet­ 
ter than what came out of barrels 
in their local grocery stores. When 
the white, juicy inner bark from 
a shellbark hickory tree was boil­ 
ed with it, the flavor was very 
much like that of maple sirup. 
Maple sugar was plentiful and 
cheap during that era. It usually 
retailed 
at 
20 
cents 
a 
pound. 
American pioneers learned the art 
of making it from the Indians. 
Some idea of the labor incident to 
manufacturing this sugar may be 
had from the fact that about 40 
gallons of sap from maple trees 
had to be boiled down to a single 
pound of sugar or a single gallon 
of sirup. Until our huge groves of 
maple trees were converted into 
lumber and eordwood during com­ 
paratively 
recent 
years, 
what 
were known as sugar camps were 
operated 
in 
dozens 
of 
Monroe 
County communities during the 
month of February. Some con­ 
verted their sap into sirup, others 
into sugar. 
During 
the 
brown-sugar 
era, 
green coffee was all that was 
available on local markets. The 
business of roasting coffee on a 
large scale had not been develop­ 
ed. Green coffee was the berries 
just as tney were sacked on South 
American plantations. Housewives 
“parched” a pound or two as they 
needed by placing it in biscuit 
tins and setting them in the cook- 
stove oven. 
* 
To insure even distribution of 
the heat it was necessary to open 
the oven door and give the berries 
a vigorous stirring at frequent 
intervals. 
I believe it was in the early 
eighties that coffee-roasting was 
begun on a large scale in St. Louis 
and 
other 
large 
cities. 
For 
a 
good many years it went to the 
retailer in 100-pound bags. 
Every housewife did her own 
grinding, using a little coffee mill 
that was equipped with a hopper 
and a drawer. 
The 
universal 
rule 
was 
one 
tablespoon for each cup of water 
and one for the pot. It was not 
until comparatively recent years 
that coffee could be had in a ir­ 
tight packages or cans, or that it 
would be ground to any wanted 
grind in local stores.

New Belgium 
King Takes 
His Throne 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, July 17— 
OP)— 1Twenty-year-old Baudouin I 
was formally proclaimed King of 
the Belgians today. He succeeds his 
father Leopold III, who abdicated 
yesterday after an ill-fated reign 
of 17 years. 
Standing erect in front of his 
red and gold throne in the n a­ 
tional house of representatives, the 
young monarch took the oath to up­ 
hold the constitution and assumed 
the royal powers. 
Loud bursts of cheering and ap­ 
plause roared up from the assembly 
as the yothful king spoke. 
Slowly and clearly, Baudouin 
said: “ I swear to observe the con­ 
stitution and the laws of the Bel­ 
gian people; to maintain the n a­ 
tional independence and integrity 
of the territory.” 
The new ruler took the oath in 
the Khaki uniform of a lieutenant 
general, highest rank in the Bel­ 
gian Army. He 
wore only one 
decoration—the crimson sash of 
the Order of Leopold. 
Outside cannons boomed, church 
bells pealed and thousands of Bel­ 
gians cheered in the bright sun­ 
light. It all was in marked con­ 
trast to yesterday’s brief, quiet 
ceremony at which Leopold signed 
his abdication papers before 250 
persons in a Royal Palace Ball­ 
room. 
Today thousands packed the hall, 
built to house 220 persons. 
A fter taking the oath the king 
gave a 
short 
speech, 
first 
in 
flemish, then in French. 
“I 
will devote myself to the 
service of the nation,” he said. 
He paid tribute to the people of 
Belgium for their attitude during 
the w ar and to the war dead. He 
also gave praise to his father’s ill- 
fated reign. 
The 49-vear-old Leopold gave 
up his throne yesterday still con­ 
tending his surrender to the G er­ 
mans in 1940 was 
only after the 
Army had “fought valiantly to the 
extrem e limit of its resistance.” 
His enemies had accused him of 
being pro-German and also con- 
dcmmed his wartim e marriage to 
the beautiful commoner, 
M ary- 
Liliane Baels. 
As the controversy threatened to 
split the country, Leopold retu rn­ 
ed to Belgium in July last year af­ 
ter a plebiscite showed 58 per cent 
of the voters wanted him. But he 
turned his powers over to Baudouin 
temporarily on Aug. 1, after social­ 
ist strikes and riots threatened a 
revolutinary march on Brussels.

They 
had a lot of ooys who seemed to 
have access to the barrel, and who 
were a fruitful source of .supply 
for barter or trade with less for­ 
tunate boys. 
White sugar, as we know it, 
seems to have come in the late 
seventies, and by the merest ac­ 
cident. After scientists had been 
baffled in their efforts to convert 
brown sugar into white sugar, an 
old Southern hen finally turned 
the trick. Her feet covered with 
clay from a recent rain, she flew 
into a vat in which several tons 
of brown sugar had been spread 
out for drying purposes. After 
being shooed out, there were white 
marks in all of her tracks. Brown 
sugar had been turned to white 
sugar, and a great refinery prob­ 
lem was solved. 
White sugar as we now know' it 
soon Was on every market. The 
price, how’ever, continued high un­ 
til tariff reform, as advocated by 
Grover Cleveland, became an ac- 
complieshed 
fact, 
whereupon 
housewives could buy 20 pounds of 
of it for a dollar. At times, com­ 
petition among local merchants 
would enable them to buy 25 
pounds of the granulated variety 
for a dollar. 
During the brown sugar era a 
local 
merchant, 
S. 
P. 
Birkitt, 
would buy it at Southern mills by 
the car load. It always was ship­ 
ped in hogsetts, one of which con­ 
tained as much as several barrels 
would ,or at least they looked 
that big to a boy. 
For some reason or other, stalks 
of sugar cane w'ere placed here 
and there in the sugar, probably 
to keep it properly distributed in 
the container. Mr. Birkitt would 
call small boys to the store when 
he was ready to cut open a hog- 
sett, cut the sugar cane into foot 
lengths and distribute them to the 
boys. The core, being sweet and 
juicy, was considered a treat when 
eaten. 
A 
favorite 
diversion 
among 
small boys during the brown su­ 
gar era w-as getting supplies for 
eating purposes by pitting mind 
against matter. First, they would 
whittle narrow spoons from piec­ 
es of white pine. Next, they would 
deprive the container of its bung, 
w'hich w’ould open the w'ay into 
the sugar and make the going easy 
until Uncle Jerry Vivian arrived 
on the scene for the purpose of 
transporting the barrels and hog­ 


setts to their destination. 
Mr. Bricken seemed to think 
no more of small quantities he 
lost through this boyish enterprise 
than he did of cherries that were 
carried from his trees by raiding 
jaybirds. 
A favorite dish in our home was 
cold clabber with a light coating 
of brown sugar. It came to us 
from Virginia ancestors, and was 
more palatable than when white 
sugar was used. Since farm ers be­ 
gan using separators and m arket­ 
ing w’hole milk, clabber has just 
about disappeared from 
family 
festal boards, in both town and 
country. 
Browm sugar of the lighter tints 
was converted into sirup when 
housewives desired something bet­ 
ter than what came out of barrels 
in their local grocery stores. When 
the white, juicy inner bark from 
a shellbark hickory tree was boil­ 
ed with it, the flavor was very 
much like that of maple sirup. 
Maple sugar was plentiful and 
cheap during that era. It usually 
retailed 
at 
20 cents a 
pound. 
American pioneers learned the art 
of making it from the Indians. 
Some idea of the labor incident to 
manufacturing this sugar may be 
had from the fact that about 40 
gallons of sap from maple trees 
had to be boiled down to a single 
pound of sugar or a single gallon 
of sirup. Until our huge groves of 
maple trees were converted into 
lumber and cordwood during com­ 
paratively 
recent 
years, 
w'hat 
were know n as sugar camps w'ere 
operated 
in dozens of 
Monroe 
County communities during the 
month of February. Some con­ 
verted their sap into sirup, others 
into sugar. 
During 
the 
brown-sugar era, 
green coffee was all that was 
available on local markets. The 
business of roasting coffee on a 
large scale had not been develop­ 
ed. Green coffee was the berries 
just as they were sacked on South 
American plantations. Housewives 
“parched” a pound or two as they 
needed by placing it in biscuit 
tins and setting them in the cook­ 
stove oven. 
» 
To insure even distribution of 
the heat it was necessary to open 
the oven door and give the berries 
a vigorous stirring at frequent 
intervals. 
I believe it was in the early 
eighties that coffee-roasting was 
begun on a large scale in St. Louis 
and 
other 
large cities. 
For 
a 
good many years it went to the 
retailer in 100-pound bags. 
Every housewife did her owrn 
grinding, using a little coffee mill 
that was equipped with a hopper 
and a draw er. 
The universal rule was one 
tablespoon for each cup of water 
and one for the pot. It was not 
until comparatively recent years 
that coffee could be had in air­ 
tight packages or cans, or that it 
would be ground to any wanted 
grind in local stores.

New Belgium 
King Takes 
His Throne 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, July 17— 
(ZP)—Tw'enty-year-old Baudouin I 
was formally proclaimed King of 
the Belgians today. He succeeds his 
father Leopold III, who abdicated 
yesterday after an ill-fated reign 
of 17 years. 
Standing erect in front of his 
red and gold throne in the na­ 
tional house of representatives, the 
young monarch took the oath to up­ 
hold the constitution and assumed 
the royal powers. 
Loud bursts of cheering and ap­ 
plause roared up from the assembly 
as the yothful king spoke. 
Slow'ly and clearly, Baudouin 
said: “I swear to observe the con­ 
stitution and the laws of the Bel­ 
gian people; to maintain the na­ 
tional independence and integrity 
of the territory.” 
The new ruler took the oath in 
the Khaki uniform of a lieutenant 
general, highest rank in the Bel­ 
gian Army. He 
wore only one 
decoration—the crimson sash of 
the Order of Leopold. 
Outside cannons boomed, church 
bells pealed and thousands of Bel­ 
gians cheered in the bright sun­ 
light. It all was in marked con­ 
trast to yesterday’s brief, quiet 
ceremony at which Leopold signed 
his abdication papers before 250 
persons in a Royal Palace Ball­ 
room. 
Today thousands packed the hall, 
built to house 220 persons. 
After taking the oath the king 
gave a 
short 
speech, 
first 
in 
flemish, then in French. 
“I will devote myself to the 
service of the nation,” he said. 
He paid tribute to the people of 
Belgium for their attitude during 
the w-ar and to the war dead. He 
also gave praise to his father’s ill­ 
fated reign. 
The 49-year-old Leopold gave 
up his throne yesterday still con­ 
tending his surrender to the G er­ 
mans in 1940 was only after the 
Army had “fought valiantly to the 
extrem e limit of its resistance.” 
His enemies had accused him of 
being pro-German and also con- 
demmed his wartim e marriage to 
the beautiful commoner, 
M ary- 
Liliane Bads. 
As the controversy threatened to 
split the country, Leopold return­ 
ed to Belgium in July last year af­ 
ter a plebiscite showed 58 per cent 
of the voters wanted him. But he 
turned his powers over to Baudouin 
temporarily on Aug. I, after social­ 
ist strikes and riots threatened a 
revolutinarv march on Brussels.
